Friends: : 
“We meet at a time: of great momént to’ the’ fifute of the nation. 
It is an occasion to be dedicated: to: the simple and sincere expras: 
sion of an attitude toward problems, the determination of which ‘will 
profoundly affect America. 


I come not only as the leader of a party—not only as a candidate 


_ for high office, but as one upoh whom many critical hours have im- 


posed and still impose a grave responsibility. _ . 

For the sympathy, help and.confidence..with which Americans 
have sustained me in my task, lam grateful. For their’ loyalty, I 
salute the members of,our great party, in.and out of official life.in 
every part of the Union. I salute those of other: parties, especialy 
those in the congress who on so many occasions put. partisanship 
I thank the governors of the several states, their legislatures, | 
their state and local officials who participated unselfishly and regard- 
less of party in our efforts to achieve recovery and destroy abusés, 
Above all, | thank the millions of Americans who-have borne dis- 
aster bravely and have dared.to smile through the storm. America 
will not forget these recent years—will not forget that the rescue 
was not a mere party task—it was the concern of all of. us: In our 
strength we rose together, rallied our energies together, applied the 
old rules of common sense, and together survived. 


In those days we feared fear. That was'why we fought fear. And 
today, my friends, we have won against the most dangerous of our 
foes—we have conquered fear, 

But I cannot, with candor, tell you that all is well.with the world. 
Clouds of suspicion, tides of ill will and intolerance gather darkly 
in many places... In our own. land we enjoy indeed a fullness of. life. 
greater than that of most nations. 

But the rush of modern: civilization itself has raised for us new 
difficulties, new problems which must be solved if we are to preserve 
to the United States the political and economtic freedom for which 
Washington and Jefferson planned and fought. 

Philadeiphia is a good city.in which to write American history. 
This is fitting ground on which to reaffirm the faith of our fathers; . 
to pledge ourselves to’ restore to the people a wider freedom—to 
give to 1936 as the founders gave to 1776—an American way of life. 

The very word freedom, in itself and of necessity, suggests free- 
dom from some restraining power. In 1776 we sought freedom from | 
the tyranny of a political autocracy—from the eighteenth century 
royalists who heldéspecial privileges from the crown... It was to per- 
petuate their privilege that.they governed without the consent of 
the governed; that they denied the right of free assembly and free 
speech; that they restricted the worship of God; that they put the 
average man’s property and the average man’s life in pawn to the 
mercenaries of dynastic power—that they regimented the people. 


REVOLUTION WAS FOUGHT TO WIN 


And.so it was to win freedom from.the tyranny of political autoc- 
racy that the American Revolution was fought. That victory gave 
the business of governing into the hands of the average man, who 
won the right with his neighbors to make and order his own,destiny 
through his own government, Political tyranny was wiped out at 
Philadelphia on July 4, .4776. 

Since that struggle, however, man’s inventive genius released new 
forces in our land which reordered the lives of our people. The age 
of machinery, of-railroads, of steam and electricity; the telegraph and 
the radio; mass production, mass distribution—all of these combined 
to bring forward a new civilization and with it a new problem for 
those who would remain free. 

For out of this modern civilization economic royalists carved new 
dynasties. New kingdoms were built upon concentration of control 
over material things. Through new uses of corporations, banks-and 
securities, new machinery of industry and agriculture, of labor and 
capital—dal uhdreamed, of by the fathters—the whole structitre of 
modern life was impressed into this royal service. : 

There was no place among this royalty for our many thousands 
of small business men and merchants who sought to make a worthy 
use of the American system of initiative and profit.. They were no 
more free than the worker Or the farmer. _Even honest and progres- 
sive-minded men of wealth, awareof their obligation to their gen- 
eration, could never know just where they fitted into this dynastic 


scheme of things. 
REACH FOR POWER. 

It was natural and perhaps human that the. privileged princes of 
these new economic 4 ties, thirsting for power, reached out for 
control over government itself. They creatéd a mew despotism and 
wrapped it in the robes of legal sanction. In its service new mer- 
cenaries sought “to regiment the people, their labor and their prop- 
erties. And as a result the average man once more confronts the 
problem that faced the Minute Man.

“I have formulated a plan of pro-

Georiga has more than 200,000 crip- 
ples, says Lewis. They could meet 
the requirements necessary to qualify 
for positions coming under the civil 
service as they are now being ad- 
ministered, he says, but in examina- 
tions for positions “they are prompt- 
ly, and sometimes abruptly, informed 
they are not eligible.” 

Pensions Advocated. 

“We believe that every cripple with 
a disability that disqualifies for civil 
service should pensioned, and we 
believe that we have thousands of 
friends who believe the same way,” 
says Lewis. “Our social order will 
provide pensions for men and wom- 
en picked for their physical fitness 
and neglect those who cannot qualify 
according to the standards they erect, 
for no other reason than that they 
have met with misfortune.” 

Lewis, who lives at 61 Rockyford 
road, N. E., says the mass meeting 
he proposes will invite all who are 
in sympathy with the cripples to aid 


them in their fight.

PHILADELPHIA, June 27.—(UP) 
Federal and loca] officials co-operat- 
ed in one of the most elaborate plans 
of many months for the protectian of 
President Roosevelt upon his arrival 
here tonight to aecept renomination 
by the democrats. 

About 700 police, 15 detectives. and 
15 federal men supplemented the.reg- 
ular White House secret service de- 
tachment in guarding the President 
from his train over a brief route to 
the speaker’s« stand and while he was 
on the speaker's platform.

“If we only can get a harvest of 
thistle,” said Farmer Adam Leno.

“Not a bushel of cash grain crop 
in the whole of Kidder county,” de- 
ispaired County Agent M. C. Alten- 
burg.

‘Chamberlain Denounces 
Lloyd George for Attack- 
ing Cabinet. 


LONDON. June 27.—(?)—Brit- 
ain’s chancellor of the exchequer, Ne- 
ville Chamberlain, declared tonight 
the empire was “devoting itself night 
and day” to the task of defensive re-| 
armament. | 

“The rate of progress is increasing 
week by week as the plans are devel- 
oping,” he told a conservative rally 
at Manchester. 

Chamberlain also challenged the so- 
cialist opposition to rearmament and 
rapped David Lloyd George, the for- 
mer premier, for calling the cabinet 
ministers “cowards and traitors’’ be-

‘Those who: tilled the soil no longer reaped the rewards which 
were their right. The small measure of their gains was decreed by 
men in distant cities. : 

Throughout the nation, opportunity was limited» by monopoly. 
individual initiative was crushed in the cogs of a great machine, The 
field open for free business was more and more restricted, Private 
enterprise became too private. It became privileged enterprise, not 
free enterprise. 

An old English judge once said: ‘“‘Necessitous. men are not free 
men.” Liberty requires opportunity to make a living—a living de- 
cent according to the standard of the time, a living which gives man 
not only enough to live by, but something to live for. 

POLITICAL EQUALITY HIT BY ECONOMIC INEQUALITY. 

For too many of us the political equality we once had won was 
meaningless in the face of economic inequality. A small group had 
concentrated into their own hands an almost complete control over 
other people’s property, other people’s money, other people’s labor— 
other people’s lives. For too many of us life was no longer free; 
liberty no longer real; men could no longer follow the pursuit of hap- 
piness. 

Against economic tyranny such as this, the citizen could only 
appeal to the organized power of government. The collapse of 1929 
showed up the despotism for what it was. The election of 1932 was 
the people’s mandate to end it. Under that mandate it is being ended. 

The royalists of the economic order have conceded that political 
freedom was the business of the government, but they have main- 
tained that economic slavery was nobody’s business. They granted 
that the government could protect the citizen in his right to vote, but 
they denied that the government could do anything to protect the 
citizen in his right to work and live. 

Today we stand committed to the proposition that freedom fs 
no half-and-half affair. If the average citizen is guaranteed equal 
opportunity in the polling place, he must have equal opportunity 
in the market place. 

FLAG AND CONSTITUTION STAND FOR DEMOCRACY. 

The economic royalists complain that we seek to overthrow the 
institutions of America. What they really complain of is that we 
seek to take away their power. Our allegiance to American institu- 
tions requires the overthrow of this kind of power. In vain they seek 
to hide behind the flag and the constitution. In their blindness they 
forget what the flag and the constitution stand for. Now, as always, 
the flag and the constitution stand for democracy, not tyranny; for 
freedom, not subjection; and against a dictatorship by mob rule and 
the overprivileged alike. 

The brave and clear platform adopted by this convention, to 
which I heartily subscribe, sets forth that government in a modern 
civilization has certain inescapable obligations to its citizens, among 
which are protection of the family and the home, the establishment 
of a democracy of opportunity, and aid to those overtaken by dis- 
aster. 

But the resolute enemy within our gates is ever ready to beat’ 
down our words unless in greater courage we will fight for them. 

For more than three years we have fought for them. This con- 
vention in every word and deed has pledged that that fight will go on. 

The defeats and victories of these years have given to us as a 
people a new understanding of our government and of ourselves. 
Never since the early days of the New England town meeting have 
the affairs of government been so widely discussed and so clearly 
appreciated. It has been brought home to us that the only effective 
guide for the safety of this most worldly of worlds is moral prin- 
ciple. 

FAITH, HOPE AND CHARITY NOT UNATTAINABLE IDEALS. 

We do not see faith, hope and charity as unattainable ideals, but 
we use them as stout supports of a nation fighting the fight for free- 
dom in a modern civilization. 

‘s Faith—In the soundness of democracy in the midst of dictator- 

ships. 

Tia age because we know so well the progress we have 
made. 

Charity—In the true spirit of that grand old word. For charity 
literally translated from the original means love, the love that under- 
Stands, that does not merely share the wealth of the giver, but in 
true sympathy and wisdom helps men to help themselves. 

We seek not merely to make government a mechanical imple- 
ment, but to give it the vibrant personal character that is the em- 
bodiment of human charity. 

We are poor indeed if this nation cannot afford to lift from every 
recess of American life the dread fear of the unemployed that they 
are not needed in the world. We cannot afford to accumulate « 
deficit in the books of human fortitude. 

In the place of the palace of privilege we seek to build a temple 
out of faith and hope and charity. 

STANDARD IS CARRIED BY PEOPLE OF AMERICA. 

It is a sobering thing to be a servant of this great cause, We try 
in our daily work to remember that the cause belongs not to us but 
to the people. The standard is not in the hands of you and me alone. 
It is carried by America. We seek daily to profit from experience, to 
learn to do better as our task proceeds. 

Governments can err—presidents do make mistakes, but immor- 
tal Dante tells us that divine justice weighs the sins of the cold- 
blooded and the sins of the warm-hearted in different scales. 

Better the occasional faults of a government that lives in 2 spirit 
of charity than the consistent omissions of a government frozen in 
the ice of its own indifference. 

There is a mysterious cycle in human events. To some gen- 
erations much is given. Of others much is expected. This genera- 
tion of Americans has a rendezvous with destiny. 

In this world of ours in other lands, there are some people, who, 
in times past, have lived and fought for freedom and seem to have 
grown too weary to carry on the fight. They have sold their heri- 
tage of freedom for the illusion of a living. They have yielded their 
democracy. 

I believe in my heart that only our success can stir their ancient 
hope. They begin to know that here in America we are waging a 
great war. It is not alone a war against want and destitution and 
economic demoralization. It is a war for the survival of democracy. 
We are fighting to save a great and precious form of government for 
ourselves and for the world. 

I accept the commission you have tendered me. 
1 am enlisted for the duration of the war.

PARIS BOOKIES STRIKE, 


Form Regular Labor Union, 
Demand Pay Scales and 
Vacations. 


PARIS, June 27.—(4)—France’s 
tension exploded into sporadic street 
fights today. 


Strikes, likewise, alternately ebbed 


and flowed. 

Thirty thousand workers occupied 
factories anew in the Lorraine iron 
and steel region. A strike of 200 
of Paris’ 1,200 cafe bookmakers threat- 
ened: to take the excitement out of to- 
morrow's big racing classic—the 
Grand Prix de Longchamps—for those 
unable to go to the track. 

The inhabitants of Toulouse found 
insults to Premier Leon Blum burned 
in the grass about the statue of Jean 
Joures, assassinated socialist leader. 

Campaigning to have the tri-color 
flown above the leftist red flag, the 
national union of combatants, repre- 
senting nearly a million war veterans, 
joined nationalist factions in an ap- 
peal to “all free citizens.” 

The Grand Prix de Longchampe wl 
be run, promoters said, since race- 
track betting was not affected. How- 
ever, many winners in yesterday's Au- 
tiel races were unpaid because strik- 
ers were holding the wagering books. 

Paris betting service strikers re- 
cently formed a union affiliated with 
the National Labor Federation. A 
thousand other bookies: formed a ri- 
val anion in protest and occupied pari- 
mutuel offices to keep the strikers out. 
The strikers want standardized wages, 
creation of a disciplinary council, va- 
cations and regular days off.

Preliminaries Are Expected 
To Be Instituted Within 
Next Few Days. 


Preliminaries of a contract through 
which the federal government will pay 
into the city treasuty sums for city 
services in lieu of taxes on Techwaod 
and University housing projects wili 
be begun within the next few days, 
it was anticipated yesterday. 

D, A. Calhoun, district manager of 
PWA housing division, yesterday for- 
mally notified Mayor Key of passage 
of the George-Healey bill permitting 
the government to make definite con- 
tributions for services. and further 
establishing the status of federal hous- 
ing undertakings. 

To Enter Contract. 

Under the bill, the government and 
various local governments enter into 
a contract, terms of which are to pe 
determined by the contracting par- 
ties. 

Signature of the President within the 
next few days is expected to clear the 
way for formulating the contract be- 
tween Atlanta and the federal govern- 
ment. Calhoun promised Key will be 
nutified as soon as the President ap- 
proves the measure. 

Under the bill, the government cedes 
jurisdiction within the low-cost hous- 
ing areas to local governments. That 
means that Atlanta will have police 
jurisdiction. The city will furnish 
school, fire, sewer, sanitary, water 
and other services to occupants just 
as it does to other citizens. In addi- 
tion, those living within the area will 
be citizens with all rights and privi- 
leges that other citizens have. 

Income Limitation. 

The bill also specifies that no per- 
son will be eligible to live in one of 
the houses whose income is more than 
five times the amount of rent re- 
quired. 

Key conferred with Colone] Hora- 
tio B. Hackett, of the housing divi- 
sion, Washington, several months ago, 
and they agreed on a basis of payment 
by the federal government for local 
services. The George-Healey bill is 
an outgrowth of the agreement, and 
in principle preserves the major fea- 
tures of the accord Key and Hackett 
reached. 

PWA previously attempted to pay 
Atlanta for services but Comptroller 
General J. R. McCarl refused to al- 
low payment unless approved by con- 
gress.

000 Building; Spend Bal- 
ance in Equipment. 


Decatur’s continued growth is at- 
tested by the fact that a new telephone 
central office is to be constructed by 
the Southern Beil Telephone & Tele- 
graph Company in the city, according 
to G. C. Bowden, district manager. 

Permission to build the new Dear- 
born office was granted by the Deca- 
tur city commission at its meeting 


June 5. 
Telephone engineers estimate the to- 


tal cost of the project, including the 
lot, building, dial equipment and the 
attendant changes in the cables and 
outside plant, at about $820,000. 

The building wili cost $90,000; the 
dial apparatus sufficient to serve 10,- 
500 telephones represents $535,000; 
while the changes in outside plant in 
Decatur, and equipment installations 
in the Atlanta central offices for con- 
necting with the Dearborn office, ac- 
count for the balance. 

Located on the southwest corner of 
East Lake drive and Park place, the 
building will be of brick construction, 
fireproof throughout, with one story 
and partial basement. It will front 
on Park place, with a width of 79 feet 
and a depth of 9 feet. It will be 
designed so it can be extended to the 
rear some 55 feet when the future 
growth again requires expansion, while 
the foundations wil} accommodate an- 
other story when needed.

Memories of the old “horse and 
bugéy days are revived when one who 
has lived in Atlanta 30 or 40 years 
notes a force of workmen demolishing 
and reconstructing a large part of the 
building at Nos. 181-1 Marietta 
street.

Every little wavelet has a meaning all its own. And the 
destroyer interprets each and every one. An ordinary sea can 
bring about a 20 per cent roll. Add to that a few ground 
swells and white caps and, say, a speed a-only 10 knots, and 
your destroyer will give you rolls of 28 to 30 per cent. 

Given a really rough sea and your rolls will go as 


high as 40 per cent. Or more. 
Which is, I may add, really rolling. 


VARIOUS SCHOOLS OF THOUGHT. 

There are various schools of thought on the art of sleeping 
during those rolls. 

Some of the Georgia Tech students of the naval unit aboard 
gave up and merely held on, growing very pale in the face as 
the qualms of sea sickness began to insert themselves beneath 
their diaphrams and to walk about. 

Others came up on deck for air and forget 
ing. And yearned for home and a bed. 
But there is a distinct art to sleeping aboard a de- 
stroyer. Aye, a distinct art. 
One of the methods is known as the horsemanship method. 
1t was introduced and perfected by a lieutenant on the U. S. S. 
Dickerson. He named it. It is not difficult in technique or 
execution but it is exceedingly difficult in practice, not being 
immediately conducive to sleep. It is something like learning 
to ride. 

The sleeper, on finding 


all about sleep- 


the ship to be rolling heavily, lets 
one leg drop over the port side of his bunk and the other over 
the starboard side. The sleeper, of course, should be lying on 
his back before instituting these maneuvers, 
Once the legs are dropped over the side, the sleeper 
clutches a side of the bunk with either hand. The ship, 
of course, is pitching and rolling. 
He then goes to sleep, if he can. dt is something like riding 
horseback on a bucking broncho, except that it is more dif- 
ficult, as the “rider” is, in effect, lying back on the horse in- 
stead of sitting up in the saddle. 
Spurs may be worn, but they are not standard equipment 
on a fighting ship, and also they are objected to by the :gen- 
tleman sleeping in the lower bunk. He might get spurrred. 


IT HAS IT’S POINTS. 
The “anahl style has its points. Your correspondent tried 
it on one evening when the rolls were a bit more than 50 
per cent. oe 
To one not accustomed to it, the style is a bit tough 
on the legs at the point where they drop over the sides 
of the bunk. And sleep does not come readily when 
one’s mind is wondering on what roll the ship will do 
45 degrees and toss one out on one’s ear. Or dome. 
There is a chair in each stateroom and it would not be any 
too easy on the skull. Or the ribs. So your correspondent 
finally gave up on the horsemanship style and merely went into 
a prone position, braced with the knees, and rode out the night. 
There are stories of officers who awoke to find 
themselves sitting in the passageway between the state- 
rooms of the officers’ quarters. They had a dazed ex- 
pression on their faces and were sliding back and forth

ATLANTA SPOT COTTON. 


Industry Sets Six-Year Record, 
While Retail Trade Holds Its Gain| | 


Atlanta Ils Among Half Dozen Big Cities Reporting Stimu- 
lation Due to Bonus; Drouth Areas Lower Average for 
Nation’s Sales; Major Indices Register Up-Trend. 


By THOMAS E. FLANAGAN. 
Associated Press Financial Writer. 

The nation’s industry last week 
maintained better than seasonal mo- 
mentum while retail trade, nourished 
by soldiers’ bonus spending in some 
sectors and cramped by drouth in 
others, held wide gains over last year. 

The Associated Press index of in- 
dustrial activity advanced to 91.3 per 
cent of the 1929-30 average from 90.9 
the previous week and touched the 
highest level since the middle of 1930. 
For the like week of 19385 it stood 
at 72.9. 

The weekly survey of business in 
36 cities by the Department of Com- 
merce said: “Detroit, Jacksonville, 
Savannah, Buffalo, Atlanta, Denver 
and Los Angeles reported that the 
bonus payment had stimulated trade 
in their respective areas. ... 

“Business was being retarded by 
the growing drouth areas of Miune- 
sota and the Dakotas, Minneapolis re- 
ported, although wholesale business 
was strong with no cancellations so 
far. The serious drouth situation 
continued in Alabama and the Ten- 
nessee valley, where, according to the 
report from Birmingham, corn and 
cotton crops were withering in the 
fields.” 

Production of electricity for the 
week ended June 20, aided by indus- 
trial activity and irrigation — 
in some dry sections, soared to the 
unprecedented peak of 2,005,243,000 
kilowatt hours. Slightly higher than 
the preceding week, the total oh te 
the previous record high of last De- 
cember and stood 13 per cent above 
the like week a year ago. 

Steel Advances. 


Although steel production advanced 
from 70 to 70.2 per cent of capacity, 
or within one point of the year's 
high, experts in the industry said ac- 
tivity was attributable in some meas- 
ure to large orders placed in anticipa- 
tion of the July 1 price rises.

DROUTH BODY NAMED 
70 COORDINATE PLANS 


AAA Official Will Direct Re- 
lief Work in West 
and South. 


WASHINGTON,. June 27. 

The government’s manifold moves to 
alleviate human distress and property 
loss in the 19386 drouth areas today 
were placed in the hands of a special 
drouth committee instructed to pro- 
ceed immediately with a plan of co- 
ordination. 

Jess W. Tapp, assistant AAA ad- 
ministrator, was named chairman of 
the committee. Four others appoint- 
ed Secretary Wallace were C. W. 
Warburton, director of the agricultur- 
al extension service; Hugh H. Ben- 
nett, chief of the soil conservation serv- 
ice; A. G. Black, chief of the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics; and W. F. 
Callander, assistant AAA administra- 
tor. Joseph L. Bailey, assistant re- 
settlement administrator, also will 
serve with the committee. 

Wallace named the committee after 
a conference with President Roosevelt 
at which drouth conditions this year 
were described as bad as during the 
all-time record drouth of 1934. 

Situation Is Serious. 

“The present drouth situation,” 
Wallace said, “is sufficiently serious 
to warrant setting up a committee to 
consider all matters relating to the 
drouth, to co-ordinate drouth activi- 
ties of various agencies and to formu- 
late recommendations and plans to 
meet distressing conditions’ which may 
result from continued drouth in certain 
regions.” 

He said the committee would super- 
vise the work of AAA, PWA, the 
federal Surplus Commodities Corpora- 
tion, the Rural Resettlement Adminis- 
tration, the Relief Administration, Ru- 
ral Rehabilitation and Soil serva- 
tion Services. 

Immediate attention was turned te 
relief needs in North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Minnesota, Montana and Wyo- 
ming, but officiale were keeping an 
anxious eye on increasing drouth dam- 
age in South Carolina, rgia, Ten- 
nessee and parts of Kentucky, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi and Arkansas.

Betty, Thrilled By 


Design May Be Traced on! 


any Jar Having Pretty

Would you believe that you could 
make as attractive flower vases as 
those illustrated, out of the jars you 
can find on the pantry shelf? Hae’s 
how I “promoted” mine! 


The first vase was oriignally a 
honey jar, such as you can buy in 
any grocery store. It was clear glass. 
Because of its shape, I decided it 
would be pretty with just a design 
added. I can’t draw, so I traced on 
tissue paper the design I wanted from 
a book, and then slipped the paper 
down inside the jar to where I wanted 
my design. Then I painted it on the 
outside of the glass, using oil paints 
mixed with white enamel because 
when it is washed, this mixture will 
adhere to glass more successfully than 
just straight enamel. 

For this design I used three shades 
of green for the leaves, shading from 
a dark green in the center leaves 
to a lighter areen on the large out-

EW YORK, June 27.—By a narrow margin, the voters of the United 
States indicate that they believe the present administrtion is help- 
Ing recovery. 

Their answer indicates the political cleavage between democrats and 
republicans in the campaign just under way. The democrats will point 
to 1932, when Roosevelt was elected with the mandate to bring about 
recovery, and they will point triumphantly to 1936, with its gently rising 
curves of production and income. It will be the democrats’ big issue, 
and the republicans wil] have to join battle over it. 

Today's vote is the result of a nation-wide poll conducted by the 
American Institute of Public Opinion for The Constitution and for the 
71 other newspapers in which Institute polls appear every week. 

State by State and section by section the vote fluctuates consider- 
ably. Maine has a different opinion from South Carolina’s, for instance, 
with the New Englanders voting against Roosevelt’s policies: and the 
southerners voting for them. Altogether, 14 states vote the way Maine 
does; 32 states vote the way South Carolina does, and two states—lowa 
and South Dakota—stand exactly astraddle on the issue, voting 50% 
for the present administration and 50% against it. | 

But when the question is put to the nation as a whole: 

“Are the acts of the present administration helping or hinder: 
ing recovery?” 
“Helping,” say 55% of all voters. 
‘‘Hindering,”’ say 45% of all voters.

Have the administration's recovery policies gained supporters in the 
past year, while security prices and industrial production have scaled | 
upward? | 

Yes. For a year ago—in May, 1935—the Institute of Public Opinion | 
asked the voters a similar question: 

“Dou you believe that New Deel policies are helping or hinder- 
ing recovery?” 

By a vote of 57% to 43% the country indicated that New Deal poli- | 
cles were hindering. Democrats and republicans were camped on oppo- | 
site sides of the question, but the democratic voters were not so em-| 
phatic in their support as the G. O. P. in opposition. 

Then by a sweeping decision the supreme. court dismantled he NRA.

Franklin Roosevelt the job of bringing back recovery, and whether he 
has done so or not, it behooves them to claim everything and admit 
nothing. 

Their campaign and their platform are to be based on the proposi- 
tion that recovery has been helped by the present administration, and 
that only the present administration is qualified to carry it on. 

The republican retort to this claim was keynoted earlier this month 


by Herbert- Hoover, speaking to the republican convention when he 


said: 
“The New.-Deal has attempted many reforms. “They have delayed 
recovery. Parts of them are good. Some have failed. Some are tainted 


with collective ideas. The task must be undertaken anew by the re- 


publican party.” 


Campaign Slogans. 

As today’s Institute poll reveals, 45% of the voters ‘share Hoover’s 
opinion. The. remaining 55% think the administration is helping. 

In spite of what the republicans may thunder in the campaign, the 
democrats will follow an ancient political tradition in claiming credit 
for recovery. Probably the republicans have not forgotten how they 
swept the election of 1924 with the cry of “Coolidge and Prosperity.”

Discoveries in recent years have 
brought forth better materials to work 
with, although they are based on age- 
old practices which use the dried flow- 
ers of pyrethrum, and a_ substance 
ealled rotenone. The latter is derived 
from an Asiatic plant called derris, 
which is used by natives to kill fish. 

These two substances have brought 
about considerable change in spraying 
and dusting methods. Both are con- 
tact poisons, meaning they kill what 
they touch. And both have the advan- 
_ tage of being harmless to humans and 
animals while being death to insects 
of all kinds. 

Prior to the development of these 
materials, a gardener was obliged to 
use a contact poison to kill aphids 
and other insects that drink plant 
juices; and a stomach poison for the 
leaf eaters. Nicotine was the most 
reliable contact poison and arsenic 
was used for the leaf eaters. A num- 
ber of preparations are now offered 
under trade names which furnish all- 
around protection, by combining both 
pyrethrum and rotenone in one spray.

Mrs. Small, who had originally of- 
fered $500 reward, now increased it 
to several rewards totaling $70,000— 
$50,000 for the discovery and return 
of her husband, $15,000 for his iden- 
tified body, and $5,000 for the cap- 

ture of Doughty. 

The Toronto police assigned a 
squad of detectives to the investiga- 
tion, Mrs. Small hired five private 
agencies, four of them in the United 
States, and Small's sisters, Gertrude 
and Florence, retained another 
American agency. 


In all the welter of false leads, 
one report persisted. This was that 
a large closed car had been seen 
hurrying away from the rear of the 
Grand theater building at about 6 
p. m. the day of the disappearance. 
And linked to this was another clue, 
supplied by the keeper of the city 
dumps, who said he saw a similar 
car at the dumps on the same eve- 
ning. He had seen two men deposit 
something, then hurry away. 


Naturally the dumps were search- 
ed, but fruitlessly. Many bones were 
found—nothing more. The theater 
building was also searched, without 
result.

Eleven months passed and not a 
single trace was found either of 
Small or Doughty. Then in Novem- 
ber, 1920, Detective Austin R. 
Mitchell, Toronto officer, who had 
been assigned to continue the hunt, 
received a telegram from Constable 
Edward Fortune of Oregon City, 
Ore,. stating that a man resembling 
Doughty was working in a paper 
mill there, 


Mitchell arrived in Oregon City 
on November 22 and found his man 
at a boarding house. Doughty, who 
had obtained a job as a laborer in 
the mill and quickly risen to fore- 
man, admitted his identity, admitted 
that he had taken the $150,000 
bonds, but denied that he knew 
what had happened to Small. He 
said he had not taken the bonds 
until after his ex-employer had dis- 
appeared. 

The fugitive returned to Toronto 
with Mitchell. The stolen bonds 
were found in the attic of his sis- 
ter’s home, where Donghty confess- 
ed-he had hidden them. 

Indicted for larceny, as well as 
for complicity in the kidnaping of 
Small, Doughty went on trial on the 
former count the following April. 
All mention of the kidnaping was 
ruled out in this. proceeding. 

The defendant changed his story 
now about getting the bonds after 
Small vanished. He testified that 
his employer had long intended to 
reward him for his faithful service, 
and had promised to attend to this 
matter as soon as the theater deal

was consummated. Doughty assert- 
ed that he took the bonds from the 
vault om December 2 with the full 
intention of going to Small with 
them and suggesting that this sum 
would be a suitable reward. 

If the reader smells something 
fishy here, then what about the next

Doughty said that he did not men- 
tion the matter to Small when he 
returned to the office, but post- 
poned it, and that when his pros- 
pective benefactor, disappeared he 


decided to keep the bonds anyway,, 


feeling that he fully deserved the 
money after his years of service at 
$45 a week.

The jury found him guilty, and 
he was sentenced to six years.

Pp EOPLE seldom talk 
about brains in Hol- 
lywood. Perhaps, in this town. where 
“beautiful but dumb” is a bromide, it is 


not considered smart to be smart So 
you get stories about glamour, about 
charm, about beauty; you learn what the 
enchanting creatures of the screen eat for 
breakfast; you read rhapsodies about un- 
realities and you never discover a darn 
thing about what makes our idols tick. 

I talked to Claudette Colbert recently, 
for the first time. 1 agree with all the 
reasonable stories that have been told 
about her. She indubitably has glamour; 
she is charming; and if, as she insists, she 
is not beautiful, she at least creates the 
illusion of beauty. 

‘But the most interesting thing about 
Claudette Colbert, separated from the 
magic of the screen, is what goes on 
under her burnished brown hair. 

In five minutes of talking to her one 
realizes that he is watching one of the 
canniest brains in Hollywood. In half 
an hour you forget the idealized two- 
dimensional apparition that is Colbert on 
the screen. Here is a human being with 
blood in her veins. She ticks. She is 
sane, full of common sense, and shrewd 
with the typically French shrewdness 
which has made security, thrift and care- 
ful bargaining national characteristics. 
Claudette Colbert’s thinking is as French 
as champagne—and just as active. 


Since WE talked 
about careers, let me give you her rules 
for managing one. 

“Start early, know wha you want and 
stick to it. 

“Work like a trooper. 

“Nev miss a bet or a contact that 
may be useful. 

“Don’t mix business with your social 
life. 

“Stick to a budget. 

“Don’t be a slave to a career. 

“Do things for yourself.” 

You see, she says things one does not 
expect from a motion picture star. And 
she does things one does not expect a 
picture star to do. 

When I walked into her dressing room 
bungalow on the Paramount lot, she had 
not been there for several weeks. Before 
she sat down she walked around the 
room, adjusting the Venetian blinds, 
straightening a chair which the cleaning 
woman had left out of place, The habit 


of doing things is deeply imbedded in 
her. I made some such comment. : 

“But I do not see how a woman can 
get any satisfaction out of life unless she 
has something to do,” she said. “By the 
time a girl is 16, | think she should have 
something definite in her hands to do.” 
She neld her hands in front of her in a 
vital gesture, as though she were support- 
ing something precious. 

“I don’t believe in college for girls, 
unless, of course, they are going to have 
a professional career which requires 
specialized training. With boys it is 
different. But with a girl, college is too 
often just four years of aimless having 
a good time. When it is over, what has 
she got? I know that if I were to have a 
daughter—well—" She shrugged her 
shoulders. 


'T wen WE talked of 
other stars, and the way some of them 
live. 

“People in Hollywood amaze me,” she 
said. “I can’t understand them. I know 
what the-income taxes are. I know how 
much it costs to keep up a-house. And 
I know how much money they make. 
They must spend every penny as fast as 
it comes in! 

“Coming from a French family, I 
never had to worry about a budget; it 
was just there. But I don’t see how 
anyone can get any comfort out of life 
unless he lives on less than be makes. 
When I see girls who do not make much 
money spending all they have for clothes, 
I feel sorry for them. I know that they 
are doing it*to impress some man, and 
that they are doing themselves more 
harm than good. 

“Men are not as dumb as girls think 
they are. When a man sees a girl being 
extravagant with her own money, he’s 
very likely to say: ‘She’s not going to get 
a chance to spend mine.’ 

“But I don’t believe in scrimping, 
either. There was my father. He saved 
every penny he could scrape together, 
intending to retire. Of course he never 
did. He was still working and saving 
when he died.” 


Y ov DO NOT have 
to prompt Claudette Colbert after she 
has started on a train of thought. Her 
mind stays on the track. She continued: 

“There is no more sense to being a slave 
to a career or to money than there is ‘n 
being extravagant. A career is something 
in itself, a satisfaction, but it is also a 
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means to an end. When the time comes 
for a girl to marry, her marriage should 
be a separate phase of her life. It has to 
be, if the marriage is to be successful. 
And before she is married, her recreation 
should be a separate phase.” 


She took off her hat and laid it on a 


table. (Claudette Colbert would never 
toss a hat, even if she could buy all th 
hat shops in the world.) 

“Here is another thought,” she con- 
tinued. “I don’t know whether it will 
make good printing, but I think it is im- 
portant. I have never mixed busjness 
and social life, and I have never seen 
anyone get anywhere by trying.” 

Not mixing business and pleasure is a 
platitude outside of Hollywood. But here 
the backbone of the social structure is 
the desire to meet people in the drawing 
room who may be useful in the office. 
An actress who confines her career to 
the studios is as rare as a mother who 
never talks of her child. 

“All right,” said Claudette, “I knew a 
girl who was one of the most popular 
people in Hollywood, socially. She knew 
this producer and that director. She was 
invited to parties at their homes. 

“But I happened to be with this girl 
when she was notified that the studio had 
not taken up her optien. She was 
stunned. She couldn’t believe it wag truc. 

“If there ever was a case in which 
mixing business and social contacts could 
have helped, that was it. Well, it didn’t 
work. I have said that it is important 
never to miss a bet, to make al] the con- 
tacts possible. But the place to make 
business contacts is in business.” 


VY ou CAN get such 
statements from other players in Holly- 
wood. But usually you know they are 
quoting someone else. They toss them 
off lightly. When Claudette Colbert says 
euch things, she is serious. You can see 
her turning the thoughts over in her 


mind, and you know that those thoughts 
have a background which extends back 
to the time when she wag a little French 
girl named Lily Chauchion. | 


That was when she started doing 
things for herself, making her own de- 
cisions, studying art and clothes design- 
ing, developing habits of mind which 
would make it impossible for her to live 
by someone else’s direction. 

She simply knows what is -best for 
Claudette Colbert. Her studio lets her 
select her pictures, not because she has 
such a stipulation in her contract (she 
hasn’t), but because producers respect 
her judgment. She knocked on wood 
when we spoke of this and said: “I've 
been very lucky the last couple of years.” 


Sue WAS wearing 
a star sapphire on her left hand. I 
thought it might have been an engage- 
ment gift from her husband, Dr. Joel 
Pressman. But she shook her head. 

“Young doctors cannot often buy such 
things,” she said simply. Then she smiled. 
“But I did get a lovely wedding ring, 
which I didn’t expect.” It was lovely, 
platinum and diamonds. She turned it 
on her finger. 

“No,” she said, “that sapphire was one 
of my two extravagances. The other was 
three sables, I bought them when { 
couldn't afford them, shortly after I came 
to Hollywood. I still have them, the ring 
and the sables, and I don’t wear cither 
very often. I do not care much for 
jewelry, you know.” 

No, there is no pretense about 
Claudette Colbert. She does not pose as 
an intellectual, nor as a new wonder of 
the world. She does not talk about her 
soul or her art, and probably would be 
bored if anyone asked her to. * But she 
does talk, frankly, of the common-sense 
things that go to make up a human life.

She is a star of the screen and she is 
caught in a whirlpool of expenses from 
which there is no escape, for she must 
live up to her press notices and it is 
going to cost her money. There are 
certain things she simply must do or 
be laughed off the screen, 


SHE must live in ex- 


clusive Beverly Hills, Bel-Air or Brent- 
wood in a mansion with a bar, a play 
room and a swimming pool, or take her 
choice and be a social outcast. She 
must keep a staff of highly paid servants, 
a butler, a cook, a maid, a secretary 
and a chauffeur. She must employ an 
agent who? dtags down a merry. 10 per 
cent of every dime she earns. She must 
have a. business: manager who sees that 
she does not spend more than she earns 
and that she makes no unwise invest- 
ments and does not go haywire on her 
charge accounts, 

She must entertain, she must not let 


her poor old mother, father, sister, 
brothers, cousins, aunts and _ uncles 
starve. She must have a new car at 
least every other year, advertise in 
trade journals so that her pictures will 
receive favorable reviews, do so much 
traveling, donate so ‘much to different 
charitable institutions, pay both State 
and Federal income taxes and buy 
Christmas gifts for the elevator boy, the 
switchboard girl, the janitor and the 
building superintendent if she lives in

But let’s get down to real facts and 
figures. The figures you are about to 
see were taken from the books of the 
business managers of several stars. I 
will not name them, but they are in the 
upper brackets of stardom and draw 
$4,000 a week for 40 weeks a year, or 
more. We will take Miss Hollywood 
Movie Star tor our bad example and 
show you what she pays for stardom. 

She walks up to the paymaster’s win- 
dow once a week and is handed a slip 
of paper which is good for $4,000 at any 
bank in town. ‘She turns it over to her 
business manager, who deposits it to 
a special account in the bank. So far, 
so good. 


Tue first person 
to take a swipe at the bankroll of the 
star is your own dear Uncle Sam. He 
hooks her for $46,000 if she earns 
$160,000 a year. The sovereign State of 
California (here I come) next nips her 
for another $11,000 for state income tax. 
She planks down $16,000 to pay her 
agent and slips her business manager a 
check every week of the 52. 

By the time she has run the gantlet 
of income taxes, Federal and State, paid 
her agent, her business manager and 
persona] publicity agent, she has spent 
to the tune of $78,000 and has only a 
pittanct of $82,000 left from her original 
bank account. But she has only begun 
to pay. She will have writer’s cramp 
before she gets all the checks signed. 

She rents her house or apartment fur- 
nished and pays at least $500 a month. 
She pays her cook $90 a month or 
$1,080 a year. Her butler gets to her for 
$100 a month or $1,200 a year and to 
her maid she shells out $75 a month, 
$900 every year. There is her secretary, 
who answers her fan mail and mails out 
photographs, who comes in for $30 a 
week or $1,500 a year.

Her servants 
eat as well—or perhaps better—than she 
does, and $250 a month goes for grocer- 
ies, fruit and other food. Her doctor, 
dentist, masseuse and beauty shop com-

SHE must get away 


from Hollywood and leave it all behind 
every so often, or go nuts, so she sets 
aside $5,000 for travel. That may in- 
clude a trip to New York to make the 
night clubs and see the plays, to Del 
Monte or Santa Barbara, Palm Springs 
or even Hawaii. When she travels she 
must ride the extra fare trains or, 
preferably, take a plane, and stcp only 
at the best and. most. expensive hotels 
or her fans will think she is a penny- 
pincher. She must usually have an en- 
tire new outfit of clothes to take a trip, 
for she must be at her best when she 
meets her public. 

Of course, her father, mother, aunts, 
uncles, brothers, sisters, cousins and 
former pals have all decided that now 
she is a movie star, they need work no 
longer. Collectors for charitable enter- 
prises consider her their legitimate prey. 
Another $10,000 is hot-footed from her 
balance for these two annoyances. 

She spends some $2,000 to insure her 
cars, jewels,“furs and personal things, 
and_she must buy. a new and expensive 
car™every other year to keep up with 
Lola Fanmail, who is already competing 
with her for popularity. Again the bank- 
roll takes it on the chin for at least 
$2,000, in addition to the trade-in value 
of her old car. 

And she simply must entertain. She 
entértains until she is blue in the face— 
her friends, those who can advance her 
in the studio or see that her options are 
taken up promptly, the press, visiting 
eelebrities and the usual Hollywood 
hangers-on. It sets her back at least 
$500 a month for this item or $6,000 
every year, and that does not account 
for the expensive Scotch and Bourbon 
that casual droppers-in drink up. 


! HE representatives 


of the various trade papers let her know, 
without mincing words, that unless she 
advertises in their sheets their reviewers 
cannot four-star any pictures for her, 
so another $500 goes up the Salt River. 
She must have pocket money and her 
business manager allows her $50 a week 
which keeps her in pin, cigaret and cock- 
tail money. By this time her bank ac- 
count is down for the count and must be 
carried to its corner and the ammonia 
bottle put to its nose. 

Miss Hollywood Movie Star has spent, 
to date, exactly $124,040 out of her 
original $160,000, which leaves her but a 
mere $35,960 to salt down in gilt edge 
bonds to prevent the well known wolf 
from whelping on her front steps in the 
future. 

She has, if she is the average star, 
but five years of stardom ahead, although 
she may last until she has had her third 
face lifted and her once delightful curves 
are beginning to sag around the edges. 
In the allotted five years of stardom and 
the years that she is up in the money, 


she will have earned a total of nearly 


a million dollars, $800,000 to be exact. 
It has cost her, based on the figures we 
have just gone over, $620,000 of it to 
keep her name in the headlines and to 
remain a movie star. But she cannot 
count the real cost. the wear and tear 
on nerves, body, soul and mind, that 
goes with picture stardom. 

Once, while in Palm Springs, she won 
$3.000 at the roulette wheel, which was 
more than she got in tips all the four 
years she was a waitress in Child's. 
That was fun. But she will face the 
day when the studio bosses decide not 
to renew her option when it comes up 
and she finds herselt on the toboggan 
shde of life, at least professionally. 


Sue tries to keep 
the youth, the beauty, the silvery laugh. 
the charm and the S. A. which once 
made her worth $4,000 a week at the 
studio, but some morning you will pick 
up a trade paper and read: 

Miss Hollywood Movie Star, one 
of the great stars of yesterday, will 
play the role of the mother in “Pas- 
sion’s Paradise.”

“I tried various materials, but gave up 
woolens because they definitely make the 
figure look heavier.

I live at Long Beach and 
swim practically the year ’round, and I’ve 
tried my own suits, so I know what 
they'll do.

She 
interpreted them over NB€, was. fea- 
tured for nine weeks in the snooty Rain- 
bow Room atop Rockefeller Center, and 
was finally asked by Rudy Vallee to ap- 
pear on his Thursday evening show. The 
night she did, she went for a long bus 
ride on Fifth Ave. and eame down with 
a bad cold. The cold played a longer 
engagement in her throat than she had 
in the Rainbow Room. Twelve whole 
weeks. 

She would like to actually sing songs, 
and sometimes tries it at home.

The other day I caught him outside 
one of the CBS studios and asked him 
what was new. He squinted at me and 
said he’d decided he needed a few more 
mice in one of his orchestras. He went 
on to explain that he meant, by an: 
violins. 


Mark, like all musicians, has a flock 
of pet names for instruments. They 
aren’t the same as other musicians’ pet 
names—no two men will agree on the 
Same ones—but here are those he thinks 
most commonly used: 


Piccolo — Fountain pen, or peanut 
whistle. 


Clarinet — Squeak stick, gob stick or 
licorice stick. Mark prefers squeak stick, 
dislikes gob stick. 


Bass violin— Dog house; .bull fiddle, 
canoe and, on rare occasions, the groan- 
ing bathtub. 

Trombone—Slip horn. 

Banjo—Lamb chop. 

Xylophone—Spare ribs. 

Cello—Groan box. 

Accordion—Squeeze box. 

Bass tuba—Gaboon. 

Melophone—Peck horn. 

Soprano sax—Fish horn. 

Sax—Grunt iron. 

Electric guitar—Steel pier. 

Piano—lIvories; and, just recently, the 
sink. 

Violin—Fiddle, or mouse. 


Musicians have a lot more private 
slang terms. For instance, they rarely 
call an orchestra an orchestra. They say 
it’s a combo—from combination. Mark 
thinks, for pet names, you have to con- 
sider the billing of some of the orchestras 
he has led. Just say Merrymakers, Cap- 
tivators or Rhythm Ramblers to him 
and he laughs.
